A Law Passed by the Last Legci«latare 
Provides for a Hide Inspector, and 
Defines His Duties. 


The cattle thieves are not al! dead 
yet, by any means, and almost every 
week losses ure reported. Any means 
of preventing these gentlemanly trad- 
ers from carrying on their business 
without capital ought to be specially 
interesting to Reno and vicinity. Reno 
will soon be, if it is not hes ly, the 
most noted shipping point for cattle 
in the State of Nevada. The (iazerre 
calls the attention of cattle men to’ the 
following law, pa sed by the last Leg- 
islature . 


*Sxcrion 1. It shall be the duty of 
any Wistriet Court in this State, apon 
the app'ication, in writing, of three or 
more property owners in any towoship 
of any county within said district, to 
appoiat in aud for said township, and 
for such length of time a may be 
deemed necessary, not exceeding two 
vears, an Inspector of Hides, whose 
duty it shall be to examine, when re 
quested so to do by any three taxpay- 
ers of said township, and shall, upon 
the request of said taxpayers afvresaid.
